In July 1942 was nlaced in joint charge with ANDO

the Bastern and Central Def Plan and nlaced 
tinder strict railitnry rule. 

In February 1945 was aonointed Chief of Staff East- 
ern Arny District, 

2. According to a Sumnary of info dtd 9 May 50, Subj, "Letters from 
TANG En-po to Persons in Janan" TATSUMI re'cd a ltr from TANG En-oo ( a 
member of Chiang Kai-shek* s Govt on Formosa) which was friendly in tone and 
dealt, in substance, with TANG* s concern over the "Red Tide" fløwing over 
Asie* TANG expressed the hooe that TATSUMI would nrovide him with info as 
he (TATSUMI) is in a oosition to "observe and clearly understand the situa- 
tion.

"EX-MILITARY AND NAVAJ, OFFICERS MOVEMENT WILL BEOO : Ti ACTI7E 
Following the decision at a Cabinet meeting on the Seeurity 
Board seheduled to be started on 1 July, it is exoected that ex-military 
and naval officers* movemnnt will be active in connection with the choice 
of leaders of the board. Regarding the organisation of the board, some 
influential ex-military and naval officer* s grouns led by ex Lt Gen TATSUMI 
Elichl and ex Rear Admiral YAMAMCTO Yoshio have been coooerating unofficially 
with the Govt from their reaneetive noint of view in manning out the nlan. 

It is said thftse greuns are dissatisfied with the nlan decided by the Cabinet 
becuase it is simole as comoared with the original one which is said to have 
been worked out by State Minister CHASHI. Consequently, it is ecoected that 
they wiil endeavor to have ex-officers connected with the grouns anuointed 
as the vice-chief and chief3 of bureaus and sections of the board as will as 
the chief s and raenbers of the staf f s of onerating forces. Moreover, it is 
said strife between the grouos will become intensified in connection with 
roeoncendation of candidat.es for the oost3 of staff officers nresented by 
the greuns to the Govt for reference. 

It seems some Govt qtrs fear that as opinions of these grouos were adonted 
considerably in deciding the orgn of the board of Govt, the orinclole of 
supericrity of civil officials in the orgn would likely be virtually ignored 
in future in case many ex-mil and naval officers are emoloyed as ldrs of the 
orgn.

In Dec 54, a nev/spaoer in Fukushima Prefecture oarried an article on 
the oroposal made by Watanabe and Ilomura r egard ing the fishing n rogram along 
the China coast. About this time Watanabe and Nomura also proposed another 
fishing agreement between Japan and North Korea. This orooosal vas reoortly 
re ferred to D0I, Akio (kanji given) and TATSDMI Eiichi (kanji given) ex Lt 
Gen of the Japanese Army, DOB 19 January 1895; male; Jananese; Kyodo-cho 
Setagaya-ku, Tokyo-to, but, on the advice of the Maritime Saféty Board, 
these two generals refused to be parties to any such proposal (B-3)

On 2 A-r 53 Mr Win Moi tillin, DAC Engr, of Yokohama Inspection S eet, 
visited the Kanazawa of Ninpei Sangyo KK in order to oake arrangements 
for the lnpending inspection of the olant by NGRC officers. At that time 
Me MoMUlin was told by Dr Mosaku Kurita, Chief of 2d Production Div of 
Nippei Sangyo, that on 24 Har 53, Lt Gen T’ang En Po, NGRC, (in civ clothes), 
accompanied by Mr. Tatsumi Eiichi and Mr Do Akio visited the plant and vere 
conducted on a jthorough tour through it. 24* Doi was renresented as being 
Chief, Tairiku Mondai Kenkyusho (believed to be Instituts for Continental 
Problems).
